Edward 8. Dreyer will not go to Joliet until 
the Supreme Court of the United States has 
passed on his case. Carroll C. Boggs, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Illinois, yes- 
terday granted a writ of error in Dreyer's 
Case to the higher court and issued a stay 
of proceedings. This action, it is expected, 
will keep Dreyer out of the penitentiary until 
that court has heard the arguments of his 
counsel. 

In the meantime an effort will be made 
by Dreyer's attorneys, Moran, Mayer & 
Meyer, to secure the ex-banker's liberty on 
bonds, and several years may elapse before 
the case reaches its final hearing. 
Bonds amounting to $75,000 gigned by 
Charlotte Billigman, Dreyer’s mother-in-law, 
and Mrs. Clara Waltz, his sister, were for- 
warded to Justice Boggs on Wednesday, and 
A special messenger left Fairfield, III., where 
Justice Boggs lives, yesterday afternoon for 
Springfield, III., where the order issued by 
the Chief Justice was filed with the clerk or 
‘the State Supreme Court. 


Attacks Indeterminate Sentence Law. 
One of the main questions raised in Dreyer’s 
‘behalf by his counsel is the constitutionality 
ot the indeterminate sentence act, which was 
passed on April 21, 1899, by which a Board of 


oners at will. This statute, the attorney con- 
tends, is unconstitutional, because in the 
spirit of the law the jury must fix the punish- 
ment of the defendant. Not being in the spirit 
of the law, the counsel claims that the State 
statute is in direct contradiction of the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States.

This young attorney for three years has 
fought for Dreyer’s release, and if his con- 
tentions are supported by the United States 
Supreme Court Dreyer may yet go free. 
Never in the history of the State of III. 
nois, and probably not in the history of the 
country, has a case been fought harder than 
that of ex-Banker Dreyer. It will be re- 
called that he was the former treasurer of 
the West Park board who on March 18 1900, 
was sentenced to serve an indeterminate 
sentence in the penitentiary for withholding 
from the West Park board funds amounting 
to $316,000. | 
Three days later, while he was aboard a 
Chicago and Alton train in charge of Jailer 
Whitman and ready to be taken to Joliet, 
Judge Dunne granted a writ of habeas corpus 
and Dreyer was again taken before the 
court. The hearing was postponed.until the 
next day. The argument lasted several 
days, his lawyers contending that he had 
been twice in jeopardy, and that the second 
trial was not in accordance with the law 
because the bailiffs were not sworn before 
the jury had retired. 


Claim Dreyer Was in Jeopardy. 


The point that he was twice in jeopardy was 
set up because Judge Hanecy at the first trial, 
in which the jury disagreed, discharged the 
jury without any necessity for such dis- 
charge.“ Judge Dunne refused to allow the 
Sheriff to take Dreyer to Joliet until the Su- 
preme Court could pags on the points set up 


ed, and after hearing the case the Supreme 
Court sustained the indeterminate sentence 
of the lower court. At the same time the 
court denied a rehearing of the case. 

A second bill of exceptions was filed before 
Judge Waterman, this time on constitutional 
points, and as the Chief Justice of the gu- 
preme Court was the only person authorized 
to issue a writ of error the case was argued 
before him by Attorney Austrian on Satur- 
day.

The time of the robbery evi- 
dently had been planned, as the two clerks of 
the store, E. Jamieson and T. L. Flaherty, 
had left a few minutes before for supper. 


Selects an Opportune Time. 
A few moments after they had gone the 
robber entered and walked rapidly to the 
cashier’s desk in the rear. McConnell was 
seated there. As the cashier stepped from 
behind the desk the stranger said he desiréd 
to purchase some butter. He was told that 
it was not sold, and turned as if to go, but 
almost immediately turned around and 
pressed a revolver against the head of the 
cashier. | 
After commanding him to throw up his 
hands the man searched his pockets and 
took from them $56, the receipts handed in a 
short time before by one of the firm's driv- 
ers. A gold watch and chain were also taken, 
and McConnel was then pushed into a store- 
room in the rear. 4 
Telling him to face the wall and place his 
hands behind his back, the man produced a 
fope and tied his hands securely. After this 
the cashier was thrown to the floor and a 
rope knotted about his ankles. 7 — 
“If you attempt to make a noise of any 
kind I'll finish you,” the robber said. “I've 
got a couple of ‘ pals’ watching the front, 
and I know there's no one else in the place.“ 
Before closing the door of the om the 
man leisurely searched the desk of the cash- 
ier. and thrust the revolver lying on the desk 
into his pocket. overcoat béelohging to 
the proprietor that was hanging on the wall 
was then put on, and after bidding good-by 
to the helpless cashier the man Closed th 
door of the room and left. 


Rolls into the Store. 


With an effort McConnel was able to regain 
his feet and open the door, after which he 
rolled into the store and shouted for as- 
sistance. Several passersby heard his cries, 
and, entering the store, severed the ropes and 
freed him. The police of the West Thir- 
teenth Street Station were unable to discover 
any person who had seen the man enter or 
depart, or who had seen his confederates 
loitering about the store. 
The cashier was frightened by his experi- 
ence, and for some time was unable to make 
a coherent statement to the police, Mc- 
Connel is 55 years old and resides at 856 
West Van Buren street. He has been in the 
employ of James M. Donavan, the proprietor 
of the store, for many years, and is trusted 
implicitly by him. | 
The robber is described by McConnel as a 
short and heavily built man, weighing about 
180 pounds, and about 26 years of age. He 
wore a short and stubby black mustache. * 
He wore no overcoat and his clothes were of 
dark material, new and neat. 
I surely can identify him if he is brought 
before me, said McConnel, as I was look- 
ing directly at him for several minutes. He 
made no effort to hide his features and acted 
as calmly as if he were making an ordinary 
purchase in the store.“ 


Woman Faints, Burglar Flees. 
A fainting spell was sufficient to drive a 
burglar away from a Woodlawn house when 
valuables worth over $500 were in his grasp. 
The burglar had invaded the residence of 
Miss B. E. Edmunds, a woman physician, at 
6137 Woodlawn avenue, and when on the 
point of leaving with a handful of jewelry he 
was discovered by Mrs. Mary Hay, the 
housekeeper.

IN HIDDEN GOLD 


AGED WOMAN’S $1,400 IS LOST 
AND FOUND IN BARN. | 


Mrs. Deunis|Darsigae Says She Cannot 
Buy Food, Though Police Hold Box 
of Coin and She Is Reported to Be 
Worth Nearly $100,000 — Her 
Nephew, James Jobes, Held and 
Then Released — Police Ask Con- 
servator for the Property. | 


A wooden box containing $1,400 in gold, be- 
longing to Mrs. Dennis Darrigan, 2812 Fifth 
avenue, lies in the safe at the Twenty-second 
Street Police Station awaiting the appoint- 
ment of a conservator for Mrs. Darrigan’s 
property. Meanwhile Mrs. Darrigan, who is 
a widow 80 years of age, and reputed to be 
worth nearly $100,000, says she cannot get 
credit at the groce ry and is in danger of 
starving. | 
The box of gold was found by Lieutenant 
Alcock and Sergeant Duffy under a pile of 
wood in the barn in the rear of the Darrigan 
residence. It had been placed there by 
James Jobes, a nephew of Mrs. Darrigan, 
ostensibly to prevent its being stolen. On 
last Friday Jobes, who lives in Mrs. Dar- 
rigan’s house, went to the Twenty-second 
Street Station and told the police, they say, 
that his aunt had been robbed of $1,400. An 
investigation was made, and as arent the 
police decided to hold the nephew. After 
two days spent In a cell Jobes told Lieutenant 
Alcock. that the money probably would be 
found in the barn under a pile of wood. His 
story proved to be correct, and after the re- 
covery of the money Jobes was released, his 
aunt having refused to enter a charge against 
aim. 

Since the death of her husband two years 
ago Mrs. Darrigan has been in the habit of 
keeping large sums of money in the house. 
She thought that it would be safe there, al- 
though she now admits that in addition to the 
61,400 which she missed on last Thursday 
$2,000 and a gold watch cannot be accounted 
for. The widow says that on Wednesday 
night a week ago some one entered her room, 
covered her head with a blanket, and held her 
while the box of gold being taken from 
under the bed. Her relatives, however, do 
not believe the story. 

A short time ago Mrs. Darrigan was se- 
verely injured by a fall and sent for her niece, 
Mrs. Nellie Harris, of Keyesville, N. Y., to 
take care of her. The police say that Jobes 
became jealous of the care given his aunt by 
the niece and was afraid that in case of Mrs. 
Darrigan’s death the young woman and not 
himself would inherit the estate. After the 
robbery was reported Jobes, the police say, 
carried the key to the barn in his pocket, and 
whenever wood or coal was needed for the 
household the niece was obliged to ask Jobes 
to get it, as he refused to allow any one else 


to enter the building. 

Mrs. Darrigan’s husband was a prosperous 
truck farmer and left his widow a valuable 
plece of property at Bridgeport as well as 
several thousand dollars in gold, which he 
had placed in a safety deposit vault. The 
money has been taken from the vault by Mrs. 
Darrigan from time to time and kept in the 
house, but what has become of part of it is 
a mystery to the police. They have asked 
that a conservator be appointed to take 
charge of Mrs. Darrigan’s wealth.

He did this in accordance with the instructions 
of the abductors, who promised to return the boy 
safe and well within a few hours. Mr. Cudahy 
obeyed the instructions and the boy was returned. 
In their letter to Mr. Cudahy the abductors 
threatened to burn out his son’s eyes. They fur 
ther declared that they would: immediately kidnap 
some other millionaire’s son, and with the sightleas 
child of Edward Cudehy a a warning, demand even 
a larger ransom. 

Cudahy decided to take no chances, He paid 
the $25,000 and rescued his own child. ae.

Wo continued to drive rapidly, it seemed 
to me, for the greater part of the night, and 
during all this time my captors exchanged 
not a word. They seemed to have had every 
move planned Th advance. Also they knew 
just what to do and where to go. I could 
tell by the jolting of the buggy that we were 
driving over rough, unpaved roads most of 
the time. Finally, however, when it seemed 
to me that it must be nearing morning, the 
vehicle suddenly struck paved streets again, 
and by a sort of sixth sense I felt that we 
were im South Omaha.

BRITISH COMMENT ON TREATY. 


London Press Takes View That Rights 
Cannot Be Surrendered Without 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 21, 3 a. m.—The Daily News 
(Liberal), commenting editorially on the rati- 
fication of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, says 
that the Senate has struck a serious blow at 
the fundamental principle of good faith’ 
among nations, at its-own reputation, and 
at the constitution of the republic. 

It adds: The attitude of the British gov- 
ernment hardly admits of doubt. It cannot 
surrender its treaty rights without considera- 
tion or admit the right of the United States 
to the unilateral abrogation of a bilateral 
agreement. Now, as before, the British gov- 
ernment will doubtless show every disposi- 
tion to meet the reasonable views and wishes 
of the United States, but there are some 
things which even the most friendly govern- 
ment cannot do. | 

„Mr. McKinley will, we imagine, recognize 
this. He cannot agree with the Senate in 
thinking that the Hay-Pauncefote modifica- 
tions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty can them- 
selves be modified to our disadvantage and at 
the same time the Clayton-Bulwer treaty be 
superseded except upon terms and for equiv- 
alent advantages, which Great Britain may 
be disposed, after fresh negotiations for a 
new instrument, to accept.“ 

The Chronicle (Radical), which became hys- 
terical in commenting on the Davis amend- 
ment to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, now 
mildly talks of a compromise. It says the 
Senate stopped short of amendments obvious- 
ly designed to wreck the whole proceedings. 


It fears that President McKinley ts not made 


of the stuff to oppose the popular demand, 
and it therefore assumes that a superseder 
will be presented for Great Britain's accept - 
ance, 


It adds: “When that stage is reached we 


will have various conflicting arguments to 
weigh: From the American point of view i 
may fairly be urged that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty is out of date and merely obstructive 
and that treaty obligations may conceivably 
be overridden by late conditions of sufficient 
cogency. 

on the other hand, it must be remembered 
that we, in effect, are the trustees of other 
foreign nations who have treaties with the 
United States and have their interests as 
well as our own to consider. | 

“We don't imagine, however, that Eng- 
land will accept a treaty without some guar- 
antee against discriminating duties, but per- 
haps the deadlock that would be brought 
about by an unconditional refusal might be 
obviated by a compromise involving mutual 
concessions.”” 

The Telegraph (independent Conservative) 
likewise advocates a middle course. It says: 
We do not quite see a way out of the im- 
passe unless further negotiations are con- 
ducted on a frank acceptance of the usual 
diplomatic give and take. It is, above all, a 
matter for compromise in some form or an- 
other. Our existing treaty rights cannot be 
superseded in the summary manner some 
Senators seem to imagine, but no one in this 
country desires to thwart the legitimate 
wishes of the American people by a too rig- 
orous insistence upon our claims and privi- 
leges. The mere fact that the ratification of 
the amended treaty was keenly desired on 
the other side of the Atlantic would naturaliy 
lead us to review our position and attempt 
to find some middle way of amicable arrange- 
ment. 

The Standard. the leading Conservative or- 
gan, reaffirms its decided views, which have 
already been cabled, in reference to the Davis 
3 It expresses extreme regret for 
the Senate's action and says: | 

Should we be invited to consider the in- 
strument in its metamorphosed form we 
could only reply that it is not acceptable. It 
offers not even a basis for further negotia- 
tions by diplomacy. Having by the action of 
the Senate been baffled in a well meant effort 
to secure accord, we remain in our old posi- 
tion.”’ | |

Returning to the question of the British

“To fling away as if worthless trash the 
covenant which is the charter of our rights, 
and to recite, at the bidding and in the words 
of one of the branches of the American Con- 
gress, an express repudiation of our title 
would not be mere complaisance. It would 
be discreditable weakness. We cannot con- 
sent to a cancellation of terms which we 
have not agreed to waive.”

majority fraction, while every other State 
with a majority fraction receives a Rep- 
resentative for such majority fraction. 

In reaching the number 386 we have 
adopted the method used by the committees 
and have followed the precedent established 
by the House in 1872, when the House added 
to the whole number of Representatives a 
Representative each for the States of New 
Hampshire and Florida by reason of the fact 
that they each had almost a majority frec- 
tion after the whole number of representa- 
tives had been apportioned. We take the 
computation based upon a ratio of one Rep- 
resentative for every 104,182 of population. 
Nebraska, with a majority fraction of 97,620, 
and Virginia, with a majority fraction of 
106,546, each lose a Representative and get 
no Representative for the majority fraction 
in either case. 

“These are the only States having ma- 
jority fraetions that fail to get a Representa- 
tive therefor. This seems to us an e 
Therefore, following the precedent in the 
case of New Hampshire and Florida in 1872, 
we assign to each of these States one Repre- 
sentative for each majority fraction, thus 
adding two to the whole number, making in 
all under our proposed bill 386 Represen- 
tatives.’’

The Englishmen were willing to sell their 
American visitors any number of calls on 
standard shares at prices from 10 to 15 per 
cent above the market price prevailing at 
that time. The Americans eagerly snapped 
them up. 

Millions of dollars worth of privileges 
were sold on Northern and Union Pacific, 
Louisville and Nashville, and the Atchison 
issues.

They are cabling wildly to 
their brokers on this side to buy the stock 
outright and ship it over there, in order to 
meet the settlements which take place on 
Wednesday next and continue to Friday. 

It is estimated that London has bought for 
this purpose no less than 1,000,000 shares of 
American securities within the last ten 
days. A block of over 300,000 shares went 
out today, and every steamer that has gone 
gut in the last week carried large 
amounts of stock. 

There were all kinds of rumors in Wall 
street today about the great corner of North- 
ern Pacific stock, which is causing such a 
panic of fear in London. Over 220,000 shares 
were sold, the price advancing from 79% to 
95%. There was subsequently a break to 
81%. Northern Pacific preferred sold up to 
91%. 

Prominent banking interests in this city 
expressed the belief that an extensive plan 
for radical changes in the capitalization of 
the Northern Pacific railway company has 
been prepared, and awaits the proper time 
for announcement. There is much indirect 
evidence to strengthen this belief. The 
street has several versions of the plan, but 
none has received verification.

Formal Transfer of Lake Erie and 


Western Shares from W. H. Vander- 
bilt Officially Announced.

‘Malady, Which Increases in 
an Alarming Way. 


DEATH RATE IS HIGHER.

Comparison With Last Year 
Shows the Disease to Be of 
Severe Type.

Chicago is suffering from an epiflemic of 
the grip or influenza. Eight deaths already 
have resulted this month. One physician re- 
ports that he has had thirty-five cases af the 
malady within ten days, and another that he 
has treated thirty cases within a week. 

Last year no deaths from the grip resulted 
in November, and only six in December. 
There were comparatively few eases during 
either month. This year there were four 
deaths in November and an unusually large 
number of cases. There have been two 
more deaths already this month than in 
December of last year, and, in view of the 


ported, the physicians of the Health depart- 
ment expect the mortality record will be 
largely increased. 

* Influenza is @ great deal more prevalent 
this month than it was at the same time 
last year,” said Dr. A. St. Clair Drake of the 
Health department yesterday. 3 

“The present death rate is unusual. The 
intestinal type has not been pronounced, but 
the neuralgic form has been unusually prev- 
alent and is becoming more so every day. 

„But infivenza in any form is not neces- 
sarily a fatal malady if properly treated. 
The number of deaths resulting from it is not 
always a good gauge of the epidemic. How- 
ever, when the death rate becomes as large 
as it is at present it is evident that the malady 
is increasing at an alarming rate. 

„The symptoms of the neuralgie type are 
chilis, fever, and a marked catarrhai condi- 
tion of the bronchial gubes. The temperature 
is m 102 to 108°. But with proper treat- 
ment the patient ought to recover in two or 
three days. The trouble is that people go out 
too soon and catch fresh cold. If people were 
more careful there would be less grip.” 

Dr. F. E. Wynkoop, assistant bacteériologist 
of the Health department, said: 

“T have found influenza bacterla at the 
rate of one to every seven or eight cases, 
which is unusual for this time of the year.” 

„ There is a great deal of grippe at present.“ 
said Dr. Arthur R. Edwards, 2030 Indiana 
avenue. “I have had thirty-five cases of it 
within ten days. I find that those who are 
generally afflicted with the malady arein the 
prime of life. I think that the poorly venti- 
lated street cars and theaters do much to 
spread the malady.“ 

Dr. Henry Hooper, 541 North State street, 
said: *‘ There has been an alarming increase 
of the grip during the last two or three days. 
I have had thirty cases within a week. I find 
that the neuralgic form is more common this 
year than the intestinal.”’ 

Dr. Isaac A. Abt, 4326 Vincennes avenue, 
said: Influenza is tnusually prevalent, par- 
ticularly among children. Today I had fif- 
teen cases, all children, some of them serious 
and others mild. I attribute the present epi- 
demic to the unhealthy weather we have had 
this month.” 

Dr. M. B. Blouke, 1222 Washington boule- 
vard, said: ‘‘ I find influenza prevalent every- 
where. I am having new cases every day.“

Gommittes Will Introduce Bill 
in Congress Containing Im- 
portant Changes.

_ Eighteenth street viaduct is a fair sample of a number of viaducts which span 
raliroad tracks on the South Side. The structure is rapidly approaching the stage 
when a general overhauling must be given it by the Pennsylvania and Alton roads, 
which pass under it and are responsible for its maintenance. 

A good portion of the chord covers are gone, leaving large holes between the 
roadways and the sidewalks. These are a source of constant danger to pedestrians, for 
a false step, particularly in the dark, might readily land one on the tracks below. 

The sidewalks in many places are rotted through, many small holes showing. 
The pavement is in as bad condition. The city has called on the railroad companies 
to. make repairs, but so far nothing has been done.

JOSEPH CALEK MAKES 
NEW RECORD IN COURT 
AS A YOUTHFUL FORGER. 


Thirteen-Year-Old Boy Confesses to 
Justice Sabath That He Signed His 
Uncle’s Name to Check for $10— 
Relative Refuses to Prosecute. 


Joseph Calek, 471 West Ninteenth street, 
pleaded guilty to the charge of forgery yes- 


terday when brought before Justice Sabath 


in the Maxwell Street Police Court, and ad- 
mitted that he had passed a bogus check for 
$10. Joseph is the youngest person ever ar- 
rested in Chicago for forgery, having cele- 
brated but recently his thirteenth birthday. 
His case attracted considerable attention, 
both on account of his youthfulness and his 
intelligence. 

Joseph said he had often seen his uncle, 
Anton Lenhardt, filing out checks and sign- 
ing them. He thought he could do the same. 
By persistent practice he managed to imitate 
the writing of his relative. He filled out a 
check on Kaspar & Karel's bank and pre- 
sented it to V. Sedlach, 714 Loomis street. 
Sedlach studied the writing and then handed 
the boy a new §10 bill. 

After securing the money Joseph started 
out and purchased more candy, fruits, and 
other sweets than the boys around Nine- 
teenth street had ever seen before. The 


money, however, finally gave out and Joseph 


was losing his popularity, when he again 
thought of his uncle's check book. Another 
check was filled out and presented to Sed- 
lach, who, having discovered the first fraud, 
turned the boy over to the Canalport avenue 
police. 

As the prosecution had decided to give the 
boy another chance and failed to appear in 
court the magistrate was compelled to dis- 
charge him. Joseph promised to refrain 
from passing checks in the future.

Gift to the Wesley to Pay Annuity of 
$1,500 to Thomas Kent and His 
Wife Virginia, but Their Death Will 
Make It Absolute. 


An annuity in quarterly installments of $375 
will be paid to Thomas J. Kent and his wife, 
Virginia, during their lifetime by the Wesley 
Hospital. Pursuant to an agreement filed 
yesterday in the Recorder’s office Mr. Kent 
turns over to the corporation the sum of 
$25.000 to be used for the construction of a 
hospital building at Dearborn and Twenty- 
fifth streets, adjoining the Northwestern Uni- 
versity medical school.

Subcommittees Want More Power 
for Superintendent; Also 
a Faculty. 


TROUBLE OVER SALARIES. 


changes in Chicago's public 
school system are to be recommended by the 
Educational commission of the Civic federa- 
tion. One of these recommendations pro- 
poses to reduce the number of School Trust- 
ees fram twenty-one to nine, another requires 
School Trustees to have a high school educa- 
tion, and one which it is believed will meet 
with much opposition is aimed at the study 
of German in the graded schools. 

The commission of 100, of which Howard 
H. Gross is chairman, will meet tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock at the Palmer House 
to receive reports from its subcommittees. 
These committees are prepared to urge the 
suggestions mentioned, and if they are 
adopted the Civic federation at the coming 
session of the State Legislature will try to 
have them made amendments to the laws 
governing the Board of Education. 


Sweeping Changes Favored. 
Other recommendations to be made at the 


time are as follows: ö 

Trustees of the Board of Education shall be 35 
years of age; must be natural-born citizens or 
must have been turalised fourteen years. 

The Superintendent of Schools shall be elected 
a term of ten years, but can be removed for cause 
by a three-fourths vote of the board. 

The Superintendent of Schools shall appoint a 
faculty from the various branches of the edu- 
cational department to act as an advisory body. 

The number of district superintendents shal! be 
decreased largely and the added responsibility be 
placed on the principals of schools. 

Certificates to teach shall be valid for ten years. 
Teachers shall be subject to ré@xamination at 
stated intervals. 2 

Courses of study in the schools must be much 
simplified. No language except English may be 
taught in grades below the high school. 

The city shall purchase text books and furnish 
them to the pupils at cost. The selection of text 
ae gy shall be left to the superintendent and fac- 
ulty, 

In adidtion to these changes, some modi- 
fication and addition to the laws compelling 
children to attend school will be suggested.

FINNS ARE COMING TO CANADA. 


Quebec Government Negotiating with 
Men Who Purpose Colonizing the 


. Lake St. John District. 


Montreal, Que., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Ne- 
gotiations are progressing between the Que- 
bec government and representatives of Fin- 
land to secure a concession of 1,000,000 acres 
of land on the Perabuka River, Lake St. 
John District, the proposition being to settle 
56,000 Finlanders every. year on these rich 
agricultural lands. The Perabuka is 450 
miles long, and millions of acres of fine land, 
and well wooded, are found on both sides of 
this great stream.

Life of Dr. Verbeck as Tela by William 
Elltot crime Has an the } interest of. 
a. Work of Fiction — Stery of an 
American Who Is Recognized as the 
Chief Mover in the Making of New 
Japan. 


O ROMANCE of fiction could have 
more remarkable elements of interest 
than are contained in the simple Tife 
story of Guido F. Verbeck of Japan. 
It is. not strange that the most en- 
lightened statesmen and educators of New 
Japan think of America with peculiar grate- 
fulness; and there is probably no one Amer- 
ican‘to wham Japan at the time of its great 
national awakening, and during the forma- 
tive period of this renaissance, is more in- 


debted than to this Dr. Verbeck, who forty | 


years ago began to be the foremost personal 
educator and trusted counselor of those 
young Japanese Princes and nobiemen who 
afterwards became the most enlightened and 


most influential men in the empire. 


Dr. Verbeck was born in Holland in 1830, 
was educated ina polytechnic school at Zeist, 
emigrated when 10 years of age to America, 
coming first to Bay City, Wis., where a mar- 
ried sister was living.. He soon after went to 
Arkansas as a civil engineer. While there he 
made up his mind to become a missionary. 
After studying theology in Auburn Seminary 
he went, with two other young men, 8. R. 
Brown and D. B. Simmons, to Japan—the first 
Protestant missionaries in the country. 
Brown had previously been a missionary in 
Japan, and, Ake Mr. Verbeck, possessed a 
genius for languages. In Japan, at first par- 
ticularly in Nagasaki, Dr. Verbeck’s ac- 
quaintance with the Dutch language was of 
special use to him. Christianity was at that 
time, as it had been for 300 years, the forbid- 
den religion, the interdict against it being 
hung up at almost every crossroad in the 
kingdom. 

In 1863-'64 ooburted the great political up- 


3 heaval. Mr. Verbeck had gained to a re- 


markable degree the confidence of a few 
brilliant young Japanese students, who 
evinced a passionate hunger for knowledge. 
Certain .warships, American and English, 
had given a sufficiently startling object les- 
son as to the power possessed by the Western 
nations, and one day two young men came 
to the doctor for advice and ald—they wanted 
him to help in negotiating the purchase of a 
foreign warsbip. One of these young men 
was the Marquis Ito, probabiy today the 
abiest statesman in Japan, and who last June 
was called for the fifth time to the Premier-

Even before 


the revolution of 1868 Mr. Verbeck had be- 


come known to many of the leading Princes 


as the man who could teach the Western 


languages and the Western civilization. In 
‘gome way he had gained their unbounded 
confidence. He was to them absolutely a 
new kind of man, with whom many of them 
goon formed a remarkable friendship. It 
was Mr. Verbeck who sent the first Japanese 
student to America. 

By 1870 the rage for foreign travel set in. 


In 4870 occurred the great embassy -of | 


uristendom. The chief ot this embassy 


~ was Iwakura, the Prime Minister and most 


influential man in the empire. Two of his 
sons, who had been pupils of Mr. Verbeck, 
were already in one of the colleges in this 
country. It was Mr. Verbeck who had pro- 
ee and definitely planned this extror- 
—— 4 — n a letter sent by him to 
Iwakura. One especial object of this mission 
Was to secure the recognition of Japan in 
the féllowship of the civilised nations and 
the removal of the extra-territoriality clause 
from the existing treaties. One of the first 
results was the protiamation by the Empéror 
of religious toleration. 

In the organization of the Imperial Uni- 
versity and in the establishment of the na- 
tional scheme of education Mr. Verbeck had 
@ leading part, as also in the translation of 
the bill into Japanese. At his death in Tokio 
in 1895 the Emperor sent 500 yen to defray 
the expenses.of the funeral; the city gov- 
ernment gave the place for his burial; and 
the pative press spoke in warmest praise of 
him as the benefactor, teacher, and friend 

ot their nation. And all this was done with 
the greater heartiness, as in all his forty 
years’ residence in Japan he had never made 
any personal request of them for himself, 
neither had he claimed any credit for him- 
self. in connection with the marvelous 
changes which in so many instances had re- 
éelved their prime initiative from him. His 
courage. patience, and tact never forsook 


é 


» Sim, and he was always specially happy in 
doing things without attracting attention to 


himself. A man of perfect simplicity of 
nature, of vast learning and practical obser- 
vation, an enthusiast for his adopted coun- 
try, he had the knack of doing the right thing 
mt, the right time, and in the right way. His 
Japanese friends have erected a monument 
over his graye, but the new Japan is his best 
memorial. 

The.stery,. of Dr. Verbeck’s life has been 
told in ‘straightforward but sympathetic 
manner by William Elliot Griffin and pub- 
lished under the title, “ Verbeck of Japan,” 
in an ‘volume by the Fleming H. 
Revell company. 


The fourth volume in the “ Periods ot Eu-

OOR little Princess 
Albert of Belgium 
has already worn 
out, at any rate so 
far as the royal fam- 
ily is concerned, the 
warm welcome which 
she received on her 
arrival at Brussels as 
a bride less than three 
months ago. At first 
she was made much 
of and petted by both 
King Leopold and 
Queen Henrietta. 
But ere long there 
arose the trouble- 
some question of precedence, and soon 
there was a full-fledged quarrel on the sub- 
ject between the King. the Queen, and their 
daughter, Princess Clementine, on the one 
hand, and on the other Prince Albert and his 
parents, the Count and Countess of Flan- 
ders. 

The Countess, as wife of King Leopold's 
only brother and next heir to the throne, 
ranks immediately next to the Queen, and 
has the pas of Princess Clementine. The 
Count and Countess of Flanders and their 
son, Prince Albert, insisted that Princess Al- 
bert should follow immediately after the 
Countess of Flanders, and before Princess 
Clementine. For although nothing official 
on the subject has been published until now, 
it is generally known that Prince Albert will 
be the next King, his father having decided 
to waive his own rights of succession owing 
to his many infirmities, one of which is the 
fact that he is so stone deaf that it would be 
impossible for any Minister ever to boast 
that he had the ear of the King.“ 

The King and the Queen, however. argued 
that Princess Clementine should retain her 
place next to the Countess of Flanders, and 
that Princess Albert should follow in her 
wake, on the ground that Clementine; as 
daughter of the reigning sovereign, was less 
remotely related to the monarch than Prin- 
cess Albert. They ultimately carried their 
point, with the result that much bad blood 
now prevails between the two branches of 
the reigning house, which are divided into 
two hostile camps. Indeed, as matters stand 
now it is doubtful indeed whether Princess 
Albert, the Countess of Flanders, and her 
daughters, Princess Charles of Hohenzollern 
and the Duchess of Vendome, will attend the 
New Year's reception of the King and Queen 
at the royal palace of Brussels. ’ 

From a strictly court point of view there 
is no doubt that King Leopold is right in his 
contention, and he is able to quote in support 
‘thereof the decision of his cousin, Queen Vic- 
toria, in a quarrel of an almost identical 
character. For when the now widowed 
Duchess of Coburg first came to England as 
the bride of the Queen's second son, after 
having occupied until the time of her mar- 
riage the position of first lady in the land at 
the court of St. Petersburg. owing to the fact 
of her mother, the late Czarina,. being an in- 
valid, she absolutely declined to yield the 
pas to the Queen's younger daughters, 
Helena and Louise, one of whom was the 
wife of a non-royal German princelet and 
the other married to a mere nobleman, and 
even manifested a reluctance to follow in the 
wake of the Princess of Wales. 

The Queen decided against her, declaring 
that save in the case of the Princess of Wales 
the daughters-in-law of the sovereign must 
give way to the daughters, no matter whom 
the latter may have married. 

It is owing to this that the Russian wife 
of the late Prince Alfred scarcely ever put in 
an appearance at the court of St. James until, 
through her husband’s succession to the 
throne of Coburg, she was in a position to 
precede even the Princess of Wales as the 
wife of a reigning sovereign. But she has 
never outlived the popular odium in England 
which resulted from the temper which she 
displayed in connection with this question of 
precedence. 


Evil days have fallen upon the English 
aristocracy, and some of the grandest peers 
have been compelled by financial difficulties 
to either lease or close their ancestra! homes. 
The Duke of Argyll, although son-in-law to 
Queen Victoria, has been forced to lease In- 
verary Castle, for centuries the home of his 
family, to some patent food parvenu. The 
Duke of Hamilton finds it impossible to keep 
up Hamilton Palace on his income of $50.000 
a year, and this magnificent abode, with its 
superb black marble grand staircase. is there- 
fore closed up and in the hands of mere care- 
takers. The late Duke of Westminster, ac-

Unless I am much mistaken Alnwick Castle, 
the seat of the Dukes of Northumberland, 
has been shut up and unoccupied since the 
death of the late Duke. Lord Salisbury's 
place on the Riviera is let this winter to 
Queen Isabella of Spain.

Kimbolton Castle, the ancestral country 
seat of the Dukes of Manchester, has passed 
out of the possession of the present Duke by 
virtue of a financial arrangement with his 
grandmother, the Duchess of Devonshire, and 
is now the residence of her younger son, Lord 
Charles Montagu. who, as only brother of 
the late Duke of Manchester, will inherit the 
honors of his nephew, the present Duke. un- 
less the latter's American bride eventually 
presents him with an heir. 
And now the Duke of Wellington announces 
that he cannot afford to keep up Strathfleld- 
saye, the country seat presented by the na- 
tion at an enormous expense to his grand- 
father, the first Duke of Wellington, in 
grateful recognition of his victory at Water- 
loo. Strathfieldsaye, with all the treasures 
which it contains, is to let to any millionaire 
who cares to pay the price, while the Duke 
and Duchess of Wellington will live in a 
mall house on the edge of the estate. not far 
from the tomb of Copenhagen, the famous 
ridden by the first Duke of Waterioo. 
Stowe, the immense and stately country 
seat of the Dukes of Buckingham and Chan- 
dos, after being leased for a number of years 
by the late Comte de Paris, has remained 
closed and unoccupied ever since, and is lit- 
erally falling to pleces, while there is no 
doubt that a similar fate would have 
overtaken Bienheim had it not been for the 
dollars of the American wives of the late and 
oar Dukes of Marlborough.

BOYS LIKE THE NAVY IDEA. 


Inmates of John Worthy School Anx- 
ious to Become Sailors, as Judge 
Tuthill Suggests. 


In response to Judge Tuthill’s suggestion 
that the boys of the John Worthy School be 
released if they would agree to enter the 
United States naval service, thirty-five ap- 
plications were recorded yesterday at the 
school. Many boys were anxious to at once 
begin their careers as sailors. 

Superintendent Sloan approves the idea. 
Anything.“ he said, that will keep our 
boys under surveillance for a longer time 
than their sentence here and will at the same 
time give them discipline and instruction is 
extremely desirable.“ 

Judge Tuthill explained that his sugges- 
tion had been given a much broader mean- 
ing than he intended. He does not believe 
the boys can be made to serve in the navy 
against their will. 

I do believe,“ he said, that it is a good 
place for boy offenders. I am willing to send 
the boys at the John Worthy School there if 
they want to go. There are some boys whom 
I would be glad to release if I could be as- 
sured that they would not go back to their 
old haunts and habits again. 

“I have already sent twelve or fourteen 
boys into the service since the Juvenile Court 
was established. They went at their own 
suggestion or that of their parents. It is 
proving a good school for them and the best 
of discipline. 

“In a recent talk with the recruiting offi- 
cer here I told him there would be no objec- 
tion to his seeing the boys at the John 
Worthy School, and if he should find any 
there who might want to enter the navy I 
would be glad to release them on that condi- 
tion, should I find no special objection. —

Attorney Charles H. Aldrich 
of Chicago Makes the 
Closing Argument. 


STATUS OF THE COLONIES. 


Declares Withdrawal of Consuls 
Brings Islands Under the 
Constitution. 


BAB TO ARBITRARY POWER.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—The closing 
argument in the Philippines and Porto Rico 
cases was made in the United States Supreme 
Court today and the cases were submitted for 
final adjudication. As the government's 
case had been closed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, it remained only to hear the senior 
counsel in the Philippine case, Mr. Charles 
H. Aldrich of Chicago, former Solicitor Gen- 
eral, who had one hour and a half retnaining 
‘of the five hours given to the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Aldrich said he would confine himself 
Jargely to legal argument, following the At- 
torney General's points and seeking to meet 
them, although he regarded much that the 
Attorney General had presented as irrel- 


levant. 

He first called attention to the circum- 
stances under which this government came 
into existence, the struggle for liberty, and 
the American protest against England's as- 
gertion of the taxing power over the Ameri- 
can colonies. With this history before us, he 
said, it was a remarkable fact that the Attor- 
ney General of the United tes, over 100 
years after the great — which founded 
the American government, should come into 
this court and assert a taxing power more 
extreme than had been asserted by the most 
ardent defenders of England's taxing power 
over the colonies. 

Mr. Aldrich spoke of the decision of Justice 
Marshall in Loughborough versus Blake as 
of decisive importance, and he summed up 
that decision as bearing on the present con- 
ditions as follows: 

That the power to tax, levy duties, etc., 
extends to the entire United States. 

That the term United States ' embraces 
our great republic, which is composed of 
States and Territories.’ ” | 


Not Foreign Territory. 
‘As to the contention that the Philippines 
Were not a part of the United States, Mr. 
Aldrich said: 


ch > 
“If the islands ceded by Spain are foreign 
territory then our country would have as its 
commercial representatives therein Consuls, 
who would perform the requisite official acts 
prescribed by our customs laws. The court 
takes judicial notice of the fact that our 
government has no Consuls in the Philip- 
pines, and that when Spanish sovereignty 
ceased in those islands the United States 
Consuls therein were withdrawn, and that 
foreign powers 
thenceforth were the accredited representa- 
tives of their respective foreign governments 
to the United States, and our government 
Signed the exequatur of such Consuls. 
What an anomaly it is to have Spain send 
ite Consuls to the Philippines if they are still 
foreign territory. If they are not American 
territory they must still be Spanish, for it is 
not pretended that any other nation foreign 
to the United States has acquired any sover- 
eignty over them, nor is it pretended that the 
Philippine Islands, in the eye of international 
law, occupy the status of an t na- 


Mr. Aldrich said he entered a protest against 
the use of Jefferson's name in support of the 
proposition that the United States can ac- 
quire and hold territory indefinitely. It was 
mettied beyond question that Jefferson him- 
gelt had not regarded the Louisiana purchase 
a constitutional and believed that a consti- 
tutional amendment was necessary.

SURPLUS VOLTAGE. 


City Officials Negotiating with Private 
Concerns and an Ordinance May Se 
Passed Which Will Put the Owners 
of Electric Piants in the Down- 
Town District in Competition with 
the Chicago Edison Company—Com- 
pensation of Ten Per Cent. 


Upon the drafting of satisfactory ordi- 
nances depends a system of electric lighting 
which is expected to reduce rates in the 
down-town districts by creating dozens of 
small light distributing concerns. Two such 
concerns already are in operation. 

City authorities are endeavoring te devise 
means to hedge the grants with protections 
for the city, and if compromises can be agreed 
on a number of franchises will be granted 
which will start small independent electric 
companies in competition with the Chicago 
Edison company. | 

So far as the petitioners are concerned the 
proposition is to dispose of the voltage which 
is not needed for the illumination of their 
own buildings. The city’s concern is to guard 
against the sale or disuse of the franchise 
after it has been granted.

CITY WILL MAKE SMOKE TEST. 
Arranges for Trial of Down-Draft Fur- 


naces at Lighting Plants and Pay- 
ment According to Saving. 


Preparations are being made which will 
enable the city to set an example in smoke 
prevention. According to the terms which 
have been secured the test will cost nothing, 
and will give the city possession of the eguip- 
ment. Arrangements are being made to in- 
stall four of the Hawley down-dreft fur- 
maces in two of the city electric lighting 
plants, according to the conditions of an ordi- 
nance passed by the City Council on Monday 
night. It is claimed for the furnaces that 
they will prevent 08 per cent of smoke when 
burning any grade of coal, that the economy 
in fuel will be at least 20 per cent of the 
present cost, and that each boiler will do 
twice the work of the present boilers. 

The terms upon which the company has 
been allowed to put in its furnaces are that 
the payments shall be made by the city each 
month, according to the saving of the fur- 
naces. The total cost of the equipment will 
be $9,600, and the city will pay each month 
only that amount which is saved in coal. 

Two of the furnaces will be installed at the 
Rice and Lincoln street plant, and two at the 
Halsted street plant, each to be of 500 horse 
power. The compary proposes to furnish 
each with an automatic coal feeding attach- 
ment and ash conveyors, and to provide ail 
masonry. To arrive at the amount of pay- 
ment that the company is to receive tests 
will be made by engineers, who. will weigh 
the water evaporated and the coal burned. 
Whatever amount is shown to be in the com 
pany’s favor is to be used as the basis of pay- 
ment each month. Payment for the furnaces 
is to be made from the appropriation of 8210, 
G00 for maintaining municipal light plants. 

Mayor Harrison is expected to sign the ordl- 
mance and give the company the opportunity 
to illustrate what its furnaces can achieve 
in the way of smoke prevention and coal econ- 
omy. The contract will be signed by the 
Commissioner of Public Works and the prep- 
arations of the company will be carried out. 


TELLS OF EXPLOSION HORROR. 


August C. Beck, Whose Wife Was 
Killed in Northwestern Disaster, Be-

Inquiry into the death of the nine victims 
of the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
company power-house explosion at Kinzie 
and Kingsbury streets on Dec. 8 was re- 
sumed yesterday by Coroner Traeger at 22 
Adams street. It was the intentioa to con- 
clude the inquest without further delay, bu* 
John Butterworth, chief engineer of the pow- 
er-house and an important witness, is still 
in a serious condition as a result of his in- 
juries. For this reason, after the examina- 
tion of one witness, the inquest was ad- 
journed until Jan. 3. 

The one witness examined was August C. 
Beck, the Milwaukee lumber dealer, who was 
returning from his bridal tour when his wife, 
Anna 8. Beck, received injuries in the ex- 
plosion from which she died a few days ago. 

Wen the train pulled out I was chatting 
with my wife,” he sad. We had gone only 
a few hundred yards when suddenly there 
was a terrific report, followed byaroar. The 
light went out and there was a shower of fly- 
ing glass, ashes, and cinders. The side of 
the car where we were sitting was broken in

CALCULATES THE TOWN TAX. 


County Clerk Knopf Finishes Estimates 
of Valuations and Is Now Fig- 
| uring the Rate. 


County Clerk Knopf completed the work of 
estimating the valuation of the taxable prop- 
erty in the several townships of Cook Coun- 
ty yesterday morning. The rates are being 
figured out as rapidly as possible, and it is 
expected that they will have been obtained 
by the end of the week. The rate for the 
South Side has been found to be $8.35 on 
$1,000, while on the West Side it is 88 cents 
more, 11 cents being added for the bonded in- 
debtedness and 77 cents more for parks. The 
rate for the park tax on the West Side is 
$1.15, while on the South Side it is only 38 
cents. 

Clerk Knopf is of the opinion that the taxes 
will amount to about the same as last year. 
The rate on the West Side for the tax of 1800 
was $7.23, for the tax of 1900 ft is $9.23. The 
reductions of 25 per cent in the valuations 
of last year result in evening up the taxes, 
so that on property valued at $5,000 the ex- 
cess for this year will amount to only $3.10.

Mps, from being hazed. This was submitted 
to the court, and by direction of the court it 
was attached to the record. 
N Say Booz Had Weak Lungs. 
Cadet William H. Cowles of Kansas testi- 
fied that he knew Booz, but was not present 
at the fight with Kellar... He described the 
hazing ordeals in the summer of '98, and said 
he had undergone everything that his class- 
mates went through, He said he at- 
tended rat funerals, took cold baths, and 
jigined in bowl races, as well as being made 
acquainted win Wooden Willie and the 
process of eagling.“ | 
The witness prepared at the same school 
with Booz, and did not consider him strong. 
While at this school (St. Luke’s at Bushtown, 
Philadelphia) Booz was examined by physi- 
clans, and was developing lung and chest 
capacity. The witness could not remember 
the names of the physicians. 
Herbert Z. Krumm of Ohio told the court 
that, among other things which he was made

of Highland Falls Parish, which includesthe 
West Point Military Academy, in reply to 
questions, said: 
„I knew Cadet John Breth of Altoona, Pa. 
He came here in 1897 with a letter of introduc- 
tion from a Catholic priest in Altoona. He 
never complained to me of being illtreated, 
and when I jokingly asked him how he liked 
the hazing he replied that he was receiving 
no more than others and seemed to treat it 
as mere fun. He never gave me the impres- 
sion that he received.any injury. His in- 
structor told me the boy was quite hopeless 
in his class matters. I asked him about his 
class studies and found he was in the last or 
second section. I told him he would have to 
get out of that section or he would be

He was admitted again on July 6 and 
discharged the following day, as he had only 
an attack of thermal fever, which is a 
simple ailment. On Dec. 17, 1897, Breth 
was excused from sections on account of 
acute indigestion, and these are the only 
instances of record where the Altoona cadet 
had been medically treated.
